foot on which most be most heavy. but the stress of war justified 
the scheme for building fabricated ships on a great scale. There 
was insufficient control of expenditure, especially during the period 
preceding the armistice, but the, utmost allowance must be’ made 
for the difficulties of the situation. The cost of concrete vessels, 
. forwhich the Shipping Controller was not responsible; wag much 
heavier than was anticipated, the cost of a concrete barge averaging 
£27,500 as compared with £17,000 for a steel barge. The committee 
approves the decision of the Ministry to sell ship-yards- 
As regards the work of 1 the Ministry generally, the 
policy of the Controller since the Armistice had been to.restore 
shipping most rapidly to normal commercial conditions, but this is 
affected by the operations of the Ministry of Food, the Admiralty, 
the War Office, and especially by the congestion in the Ports. Sixty 
million tons of imports were bandled annually before the war without 
' delay,.but now forty million tons were handled with difficulty, owing 
to the accumulation of Government cargoes. ~

OPIUM GOING STRONG, 

Opium is now sold so openly at 
Chungking, Wansien and Fuchau 
that opium smoking sampans 
come alongside the vessels at 
anchorin the harbours at these 
ports with their wares displayed 
forsale. The shelter ofdarkness 
is little -worrled about, day- | 
time being preferred by the 
opium sellers. The greatest 
offenders in this line are the 
Chinese soldiers and also they are 
resporisible for the maior part of 
the opium that is smuggled. The 
Chinese crews on ‘the up-river 
steamers are practically forced by 
then’ to smuggle opium and should 
thew fail to do so the soldiers take 
sone action’ to intimidate them: 
The crew's of vexsels are accord. 
ingly greatly afraid of the soldiers 
and rather than incur their 
enemity they, smuggle  indis- 
eriminately, 

SOME SOLDIERS. 

On November 18, two European 
Tevenue officers of the Chinese 
Maritime Customs, at Wansien 
on the Yangtze, were informed 
that on a vessel lying at anchor 
in the harbour would be found 
several packages of opium.

REMINISCENCES OF SIR 
PERCY SCOTT. 


Tt is as a gunnery expert that 
Admiral Sir Perey Scott is known 
to the public, and in his rémin- 
iscences, recently published by 
John ‘Murray he relates in simple, 
sailor-like terms his struggles for 
efficiency in the face of apposition 
that would have discouraged a 
lesa persistent-man. 

Steam was secondary to sail? 
when Sir Perey Scott joined the 
Britannia as a cadet in 1856—one 
of his fellows was Lord French— 
and for years afterwards he found 
that more importance was attach- 
ed to “housemaiding” a ship thar 
to training the crew in. fighting. 
her. 

“Tt was customary, “he declares, 
“for a commander :o spend half 
his pay, or more. in buying paint 
to adorn H, M. ships and it was 
the only road to promotion.” 

On the. ‘prettiest ship he ever 
saw, the Alexandria, the officers 
had spent £2,000 in decoration, 
and when he was commander 
of the Duke of Edinburgh “the 
nuts of the boltsvon the aft deck 
were gilded. the masazine keys 
were clectro-plated, and statues 
of Mercury surmounted the re- 
volver racks.” 

In these circumstances (he 
comments) it was no wonder that 
the guns were not fired if it could 
the favoided, for the powder used 
had a most deleterious effect on 
the paint- work. 

Scott's spirit chafed against 
this system, and his natural 
aptitude for gunnery, together 
with his talent for invention, 
brought him repeatedly. into 
sharp conflict with the authori- 
ties as constituted in the Ad- 
miralty-—-concerning which body 
he does not mince his words or 
veil his criticisms. 

A week before he went 
action Sir Percy's elder son, a 
midshipman of sixteen, who was 
lost in the battle of Jutland, said 
to his father: — : . 

“If we have a scrap, our 
gunnery lieutenant says we shall 
not have a dog’s chanca as our 
extemporised director which ‘we 
have rigged up is not reliable, 


and the Germans can outrange| 


our guns.” : 

“My midshipman son was quite 
correct; they had not anot adog’s 
chaneg;"

As.tothe future of the Navy, 
Sir Percy “regarded the surface 
battleship as dead hefore the war, 
and I think Her more dead now, 
if poxsible.”

Competition for trade with China was 
perhaps-never :nere keen and certainly a more potential: market 
than China would indeed be hard-to-find. If it could be demon- 
strated in Hongkong and Shangiai by an Exhibition that British 
manufacturers can supply goods tu a far greater. extent than now 
and goods of the.quality and price needed, it would be a valuable 
thing for commercial men here. One wonders if some represent- 
ation could not be made by the newly-formed Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce to secure an exhibition of the kind indicat. 
ed. Perhaps something bas already b2en done in that direction 
and, if so, it would be interesting ta hear of it. But, on. the other 
hand, if a move has not yet been made,it strikes the ordinary lay

ITtis still the creed of the 
moment. Small nations such as 
(here insert reference to Ireland 
should she be in the throes of ctril 
war at the fine), are standing up 
on their own feet and realis- 
ing the dream of centuries. 
The Great War, moreover, has 
accentuated the international 
character of modern civilisation, 
so that Nationalism in these days 
is not ofthe old, blatant and 
provocative type which made for 
regional jsolation. Patriotism, 
rightly conceived, is fraught with 
great good, not only for the 
nation. but for the world at large. 
(Slight pause here for faint murmur 
of applause), During the past 
two years, in every town and 
hamlet, memorials have arisen 
for the brave ‘departed, and 
the scroll most in evidence 
is the Latin expression of the 
sentigrent: “It is sweet and 
glorious to die for one’s native 
dand. (He wr. herr). 

No historian has yet attempted 
to estimate fully what Scotland 
did'in the Great War. (Pause 
here for lnud cheers). No social 
writer or novelist has yat penned 
a living volume dealing with the 
life of our great little country 
during the terrible ordeal of 
those tragic tive years.

MONEY-CHANGERS.

OVER A MILLION DOLLARS 
Lost. 


The fluctuations in Exchange 
during the last year have 
given Hongkong a crop of 
bankruptcies amongst money- 
changers. <A -large number 
are closing stos, It has been a 
very bad year for all the money- 
changers. The majority of them 
bave lost xt least half their 
capital. Thera are about 250 
money-changers’ shops in the 
Colony, and their jogs Jast year 
is compated at over a million 
doilars, . ° 

All the money-changers belong 
to a Guild, admission into which 
is obtained by tha payment of 
$500. One or the advantages of 
belonging tothe Money-Changers’ 
Guild ,is that a member can get 
small money at 
possible rate. For instance, a 
money-changer charges 10 cents 
fur changing a hundred dollar 
note. He only makes half a cent 
.and sometimes a cent, as he 
obtains the small change from the 
Guild at 44 or4 cents, Tha money- 
changer cannot go to the Bank to 
get his supply of small money. 
A Bank may give $50 to $100 in 
small money, but that supply is 
not adequate for the changer’s 
tilL’ Again, a Bank. may ‘give 
five or ten dollars in silver coins, 
but not. more. If a client of a 
Bank were to ask’ for $50 in 
silver, the Bank would probably

FINE PERFORMANCE 
OF “CARMEN.” 


_One could begin to write of last 
night's, opera at the Theatre 
Royslin many ways. One could 
recall how long ago it is since re- 
sidents had the pleasure of hear- 
ing opera at/all; one could speak 
of the particular opera itself and; 
how it has grown from a despised 
and rejected work into one of 
the most popular; or ons could 
animadvert on the: practice of 
starting theatre performances so 
late here; but, afterall, “Carmen” 
is essentially a philosaphic 
drama, a page from life revealed 
and told to the ae-ampanimont 
of exquisite ce lrisa story 
of slighted love, of a ruined 
enreer and the tragedy of despair 
that follows, And itis this, given 
in the picturesque Spinish string 
and amidst the romanticism of the 
times in which th» characters 
moved, that will always consti- 
tutethemainappeal. Richas the 


, opera isin musical excel ence, it 


is richer in dramatic power—a 
power that has to he infused al+ 
most entirely by Cannen herself 
and her soldier lover, Don Joss. 
Last evening Miss: Burskaya, as 
the former, and Mr. Daniloff, as 
the latter, cave those who went 
to the City Hall-an inipassioned 
presentat’on that was the feature 
of an undotbredly successful 
opening of what promises to be a 
most suce+s<ful season. 


To attempt a critical review of 
the presantation, act by act, 
woal.l beta invelve onesalf in a 
lengthy task, and che stary of 
YCarmen” is too well-known to 
reed any further iniieation. All 
that can be attempted is a genera: 
review. In the rendition of the 
overture, the orchestra gave’ in- 
dication “of many musical’ 
treats to cone and proved 
itself well-talented to the 
tasks. before» it. Under the 
baton of Mr. VasilieT, it rendered 
the fine music of Bizet in a man- 
ner that was wholly enjoyable 
and pleasing, Artimes it seemed 
hardly fll enough to giva the 
needed emphasis, whilst at others, 
the brasses rather overpowered 
the strings, but that is only en 
passant, To further eviticise would 
be superflucus. The feature of the 
evening. was undoubtedly the 
singing and dramatic character- 
isation of Miss Burskaya, who 
made a Carmen such as was 
intended. Possessing a highly- 
trained, clear and flexible mezzo- 
soprano voice, and infusing into 
all her work the coguettry of the 
part, Miss Burskaya was easily 
the central figure round which 
all else moved. It would ba hard 
to say which was her most enjoy- 
ed efort when all that she did 
was so fine, but her opaning 
appeal to Jaxe, “Love is a bird,” 
her song of passion which wins 
for herher fresdom from her 
captor, and her final rejection 
of Jos2 outside the walls of |: 
the bull-ring, eared unstinted 
applause from all present. Mr. 
Daniloff, as Jose, was also 
excellent. He possesses a rich 
tenor voice and, like his lover of 
last night, has a dramatic instinet 
that greatly enhances the whole 
of his work. As Micaela, the 
peasant lov-r of Jose, Miss 
Sasonzova, provided some of the 
most enjoyed items of the opara. 
As a vocalist she is a soprano of 
very high rank and her solos in 
the first ~and third C 
stood out in 2 elass 
among themselves ‘and deserved- 
ly earsel high appreciation. 
The To::ador was impersonated 
by Mr. Ulianot, who gave a 
vigorous and rousing interpreta- 
tion to his famous song and who 
was, in his acting, the swaggering 
and ponpous figure. he should 
have'been, The part of Zuniga, 
the Lioutenant, taken by Mr. 
Magsky, is also deserving ofa 
special word of appreciation. For 
the remainder of the characters 
there must be the general state- 
ment that they were all vocalists 
of a high standard. 


The chorus work. of which 
“Carmon" ig not so over-full, was 
always enjoyable and exceeding- 
ly tuneful. The various parts 
were given just enough emphasis 
-and one can, without fulsomeness, 
say that the whole of the work 
was of undoubtedly high merit. 

Operas are usually associated 
with good scenery and dresses, 
but to a travelling company 
having such a long repertoire 
this is a difficulty, and in con- 
.sequence one must not look. for 
too splendid a setting. Taking 
things all round—the music, 
acting, and" general presenta- 
tion—the Company is deserving 
of all the patronage that has so 
far been promised,
